Pizza delivery driver 
robbed at gunpoint

It was only a matter of time 
before big city criminal acts 
enter the minds of small town 
thieves. 

Powell County deputies 
are investigating an alleged 
armed robbery of a pizza 
delivery driver in Clay City 
last Saturday night. According 
to reports a man wearing a 
hoodie robbed the driver at 
gun point. 

Deputy Marty Tipton 
received the call that a deliv¬ 
ery driver for Papa Johns 
Pizza in Stanton had been 
robbed in the “Bottoms” area 
of Clay City. The driver told 
Tipton that between 10 and 
10:30 p.m. he was in the area 
around Third Street and Fifth 
Avenue when he saw a person 
wearing a hoodie. Due to that 
persons size and build, he 
thought it was a friend and 
stopped to say hello. 

However, the driver report¬ 
ed that it was a person he did 
not know and the man pulled 
out a gun. The perpetrator 
then took the drivers wallet, 


reportedly taking between 
$40 and $50 of the drivers 
personal money. 

Deputy Tipton began to 
search the area, but did not 
find anyone matching that 
description. In a subsequent 
interview later Saturday night 
the driver, who has not been 
named by the Powell County 
Sheriffs Office due to the 
ongoing investigation, he 
stated that he did not get a 
good look at the robber s face. 
Some of the details are still a 
little sketchy. 

Tipton reported that a man¬ 
ager at Papa Johns believes 
that due to this incident there 
will be some policy changes, 
including delivery routes. 

Deputies are still investi¬ 
gating the incident and other 
local agencies will also assist 
in trying to find the person 
alleged to have committed the 
crime.

New plaque unveiled at 
John D. Morton Memorial

What began as an Eagle 
Scout project for Trevor Faw 
in 2011, has blossomed into 
what this memorial and pic¬ 
nic area is today. It consists of 
six octagon picnic tables built 
by Faw and his dad, a sign 
donated by the city, and now 
a new plaque that was pur¬ 
chased with money donated 
by numerous sources. 

Faw is not finished yet. 

The plaque honoring 
Powell County native, Sgt. 
First Class John D. Morton, 
and his ultimate sacrifice was 
unveiled Sunday, May 24. 
This plaque was only phase 
one in a four phase expansion 
plan for the memorial. 

Friends, family, and sup¬ 
porters packed the bleachers 
and chairs at the memori¬ 
al picnic area and garden in 
the Stanton City Park. Under 
the shade of trees surrounded 
by freshly placed mulch and 
flowers stood a small stone 
base and a white cloth cov¬ 
ering the anticipated plaque. 

This plaque was co-de- 
signed and approved by 
Trevor Faw, 18, UK student 
and Executive Director of the 
John D. Morton Memorial 
Foundation. It was sculpt¬ 
ed by Raymond Graf in 
Louisville. 

The plaque was creat¬ 


ed to honor SFC John D. 
Morton, 31, who was killed 
while on patrol in Shah Wali 
Kot, Afghanistan, on Dec. 15, 
2005. 

The ceremony began with 
the folding of the American 
flag by the American Legion 
Post 305. During the fold¬ 
ing, former army veteran and 
paratrooper, Richard Fain, 
educated the audience on 
what each of the 13 folds 
means as each one was hap¬ 
pening. 

“There are some traditions 
and ways of doing things that 
have a deep meaning,” Fain 
said. “In the future you’ll see 
the flag folded and now you 
may know why.” 

The next guest speaker, Joe 
Bowen, read the last letter 
John Morton wrote to his 
mom and dad. In the let¬ 
ter Morton thanked his par¬ 
ents for a book and some 
candy they sent him. He told 
them Merry Christmas and 
showed hope for success in 
their next mission. 

Bowen then described how 
Morton lost his life during 
a mission, trying to fix an 
antenna ensuring that com¬ 
munication would not be 
lost. 

“We can never forget what 
John David Morton, and 
all those others before and 
after, did for us and our great 
nation.” Bowen said. 


After Bowen speaking, the 
small white cloth that had 
been concealing the plaque 
was removed. The crowd 
rose to their feet for the new 
memorial containing some 
of the names of those who 
donated, a picture of John 
D. Morton, and a description 
about Morton. 

“This may be a small token 
of our gratitude for John 
David Morton and his fam¬ 
ily,” Faw said. “Though it is 
a small one and it is a small 
step, in comparison to his 
sacrifice, it is a step none the 
less.” 

David Hale, 74th District 
State Representative, took the 
podium next to discuss his 
thoughts on Memorial Day 
traditions, and how Morton, 
along with many others, gave 
their lives for millions of peo¬ 
ple they will never know. 

“Well never be able to repay 
them, how can we,” Hale said. 
“There is no greater love, 
than for a person to give their 
life for their friends.” 

Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Justice, Judge Sarah Combs, 
also shared her feelings on 
Memorial Day and the John 
D. Morton memorial. 

“Your loved one is not for¬ 
gotten,” Combs said. “He lives 
on in this memorial and he is 
being celebrated by associa¬ 
tion across this entire coun¬ 
try, as we also celebrate the 
lives of other soldiers today.” 

The ceremony ended with 
a moment of silence for the 
death of another Powell 
County native who may not 
have served but was recently 
lost, Tyler Brewer. Following 
the ceremony was food, 
drinks, and friendship. 

With phase one being com¬ 
pleted, the other phases are 
now in motion. Phase two is 
to rip out the existing con¬ 
crete and replace it with an 
octagon slab to make the 
memorial more easily acces¬ 
sible, and then adding a 30 
foot flag pole. 

Phase three entails five six 
foot tall granite walls rep¬ 
resenting each of the mili¬ 
tary branches. The walls will 
encompass brass name plates 
for veterans and fallen sol¬ 
diers placed in their correct 
military branch. Each plate

military branch. Each 
plate will be personalized 
for the individual service 
member. 

Phase four will be the 
completion of the memori¬ 
al with a life size statue of 
a battle cross and kneeling 
soldier in the middle of the 
octagon. 

For the rest of the phases 
the cost is about $200,000, 
any donations for the fin¬ 
ishing of this project would 
be appreciated. 

“This memorial project 



is a model, for something 
that we want to take state 
wide,” Faw said. “We want 
to break it down and say 
this individual made this 
sacrifice.” 


Faw wants to take this 
model to surrounding ar¬ 
eas, who cannot afford to 
memorialize their soldiers. 
Not all the surrounding ar¬ 
eas memorials would look 
just like this one. 

“We want to memorialize 
their soldiers in a way that 
is specific to that county.” 
Faw said. 

For now Faw plans to fo¬ 
cus on this specific John D. 
Morton memorial in the 
Stanton City park. 

On Memorial Day, May 
24, phase one of Faw’s vi¬ 
sion became a reality, with 
the help of friends, family, 
and others in the commu¬ 


nity. 

“I’m extremely proud of 
it,” Faw said. “It’s been a long 
time coming, a lot of mon¬ 
ey, a lot of donators, a lot of 
people graciously funded 
for this, and I’m sure a lot of 
other people will graciously 
fund for our expansion.”

GOP presidential caucus: Is what’s good for Rand Paul also good for the party?

With the exception of my college years, when I voted by 
absentee ballot, my Election Day routine has been the same: 
Go to a location not too far from home, slip into a secluded 
corner and cast a secret ballot for the candidate of my choice. 

But thanks to U.S. Sen. Rand Pauls desire for a political 
safety net, that routine may be changing next year, and not 
necessarily for the better. 

Paul, Kentucky's first-term junior senator who was elected 
in 2010, recently announced his worst-kept-secret-in-Amer¬ 
ica intent to run for president next year. He also wants to run 
for re-election to his Senate seat. 

If he lived in a different state, that might not be a problem. 
In Wisconsin, U.S. Rep. Paul Ryan was re-elected to the House 
of Representatives even as he was losing his vice presidential 
race as Mitt Romneys running mate in 2012. In Connecticut, 
retired U.S. Sen. Joe Lieberman was re-elected despite also be¬ 
ing on the ballot as A1 Gores running mate in 2000. And in 
Delaware, Joe Biden was lucky enough to win both the vice 
presidency and re-election as a senator in 2008. Guess which 
position he resigned? 

Kentucky isn't one of those states, though, and state law 
prohibits a candidate from running for more than one office 
on the same ballot. That poses a problem for Paul, who wants 
to pursue his presidential ambitions while at the same time 
being able to fall back on his Senate seat should he lose that 
race. 

Our senior senator, Majority Leader Mitch McConnell, also 
has an interest in how this all unfolds. Although Paul's seat 
is generally considered safe for Republicans, the GOP faces a 
challenge in keeping its newfound majority in 2016. The Sen¬ 
ate seats up for grabs are in states said to be favorable to Dem¬ 
ocrats. The loss of a red state senator would be devastating, 
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especially in McConnell's home state. 

Paul has explored multiple avenues for dealing with the sit¬ 
uation. Originally, he sought to have Kentucky's law changed 
to allow a run for president and a lower office simultaneously. 
A bill filed in the General Assembly last year by a supporter 
went nowhere in the Democratic-controiled House, and no 
attempt was made this year to push similar legislation. He also 
mentioned the possibility of filing a lawsuit to overturn the 
law, but that didn't happen either. 

The solution that has emerged, however, would on its face 
offer a solution to Paul's quandary. Plans are in the works now 
for Kentucky Republicans to choose their presidential pref¬ 
erence in a one-time-only caucus sometime in late winter or 
early spring, and then have primary candidates for other rac¬ 
es on the ballot in the traditional May election. That would 
initially allow Paul to be a candidate for both offices without 
running afoul of the Kentucky Revised Statutes. 

There are a lot of questions about how caucuses would op¬ 
erate, and who would participate. 

Would they be held on a precinct or other local level, allow¬ 
ing voters to continue to cast their ballots close to home? Or 
would they take place by district or region, requiring partici¬ 
pants to travel a significant distance to participate? 

Voter turnout is abysmally low in most cases as it is. The 
Kentucky GOP gubernatorial race was one of the most ex¬ 
citing in memory, yet Tuesday's turnout was microscopic. If 
voters are forced to drive an hour or more to attend a caucus, 
who other than die-hard supporters of certain candidates will 
take part? I know I'd hate to give up the better part of a day to 
have to drive to London, Hazard, Somerset, Pikeville or other 
location in my congressional district to participate. 

And how will the process take place? Will votes be cast by 
secret ballot? Or will attendees be forced to make a public vote 
and risk retribution if they don't support the right candidate? 
Since this process is being developed for Paul's benefit, those 
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of us who aren't inclined to support Paul may be reluctant to 
publicly vote for Ted Cruz or any of a number of other can¬ 
didates (announced or unannounced) who are better choices. 
There may also be the perception that the fix is in for Paul, 
also depressing participation. 

What happens if Paul happens to win the GOP presidential 
nomination and also wins his senatorial primary? He still fac¬ 
es the you-can't-run-for-two-offices-at-the-same-time prob¬ 
lem, and there's no guarantee that a lawsuit filed after the pres¬ 
idential nominee is chosen would be resolved by the time the 
November ballots are set. It's unknown if Paul could drop out 
of the Senate race in favor of a Republican replacement. And 
with the national Electoral College map as hostile to Repub¬ 
licans as it is, there's no way the GOP could forfeit Kentucky's 
eight votes by taking Paul off the Bluegrass ballot. 

That's probably all a moot point anyway. Paul won't be the 
Republican presidential nominee. The establishment usually 
gets its way, and it's hostile to him. Paul also may face a back¬ 
lash from voters who aren't happy with his have-your-cake- 
and-eat-it-too approach. Some are already pointing to Llorida 
Sen. Marco Rubio, who faces a similar situation but has de¬ 
cided to run only for president and forego any re-election bid. 

Still, the caucus idea raises a lot of questions. Will it be good 
for Rand Paul? Definitely. Will it be good for Kentucky Re¬ 
publicans? That remains to be seen.

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Fiscal court’s next budget may look at a couple positions

On May 12 the Powell 
County Fiscal Court had 
our regularly scheduled 
meeting with all members 
being present and on time 
for roll call. 

This month we had a cou¬ 
ple of citizens come to speak 
during the public comment 
section. Both those who 
spoke had some concerns 
with garbage being dumped 
on the back side of the res¬ 
ervoir and with traffic they 
felt was drug related in that 


same area. 

I assured them we could 
help them with any garbage 
along roadway with our lit¬ 
ter abatement crew and that 
we had even considered 
trying to place some waste 
cans in some of the areas 
they had concerns with. 

In relation to the drug 
traffic they had concerns 
with; they were advised 
that issue would have to 
be handled by law enforce¬ 
ment. The court and I both 
thanked them for coming 
and making us aware of 
their concerns. 

After the public comment 
we moved onto old business 
where the court was made 
aware of the updates in re¬ 
gards to emergency fund¬ 
ing for the infrastructure 
failures we had in regards 
to the weather events. We 
were one of the counties in¬ 
cluded in the presidential 
declaration and this makes 
us eligible for federal mon¬ 


ies to help address these is¬ 
sues. 

Also, under old business I 
asked the magistrates if they 
had any further comment 
on the proposed gas line. 
Last month I had encour¬ 
aged each of them to reach 
out to their constituents 
to see what their thoughts 
were on this issue. In fol¬ 
lowing up to see if any of 
our citizens had any com¬ 
ments none of the court had 
anything. 

Moving into the new 
business portion of the 
meeting, library board ap¬ 
pointments were the first 
thing addressed. In mak¬ 
ing these two appointments 
I went with Powell County 
Library Board and State Li¬ 
brarian/Commissioner rec¬ 
ommendations of Danny 
Allen and Anne Cecil Noss. 

Following this was the 
potential purchase of a 
tractor for the road depart¬ 
ment. During the emergen¬ 


cy events this past winter 
we had leased a tractor to 
assist in snow removal. The 
court voted to go ahead and 
purchase the tractor. Any 
money that had been paid 
in lease portion went to¬ 
ward purchase price. 

Next, I made the court 
aware that I would like to 
look into having someone 
conduct a phone audit. 
Several times over the last 
several years weve ques¬ 
tioned phone bills and what 
were paying for, but, are 
pretty much at the mercy of 
the phone companies with 
the knowledge we have of 
these systems. I think an 
independent resource will 
be the most effect and effi¬ 
cient way to determine if we 
are receiving the best ser¬ 
vice and being billed for the 
appropriate items. 

Coming up next was dis¬ 
cussion of an excavator for 
the road department. A 
few months ago the court 


had approved the purchase 
of a used unit but upon fi¬ 
nal inspection of the piece 
of equipment, there were 
several issues that caused us 
to decide against that ma¬ 
chine. After some discus¬ 
sion the court has decided 
to look at potentially leasing 
a unit for the short term to 
see if it meets the need prior 
to actual purchase. 

The next two items dealt 
with office staff. The first 
of these two was a request 
by the County Attorney to 
see if there was the possi¬ 
bility to have someone part 
time to help cover his office 
work load. The second of 
these items was trying to 
determine a salary for pay¬ 
roll/financial officer. Both 
of these items will be ad¬ 
dressed and answered as we 
move toward the comple¬ 
tion of the 2015-2016 bud¬ 
get. 

The next item on the 
agenda was the 1st reading 


of the 2015-2016 budget. 
Being that there are still 
several items that weren’t 
ironed completely out, we 
opted to postpone 1st read¬ 
ing until a later meeting. 
We are still well ahead of 
budget deadlines so we have 
plenty of time to finish up. 

The business portion of 
the meeting was finished 
up with a closed session. 
This closed session was to 
discuss some future legal 
matters. We came back into 
to open session and no ac¬ 
tion was taken in regards 
to what was discussed in 
closed session. 

Closing out the meeting 
was making the court aware 
that Powell’s Valley Water 
District had forwarded a 
copy of their audit for our 
review. 

I’d like to once again 
thank each of you for stay¬ 
ing engaged with what’s go¬ 
ing with your local govern¬ 
ment. 


President turns his back on middle class with new methane emissions regulations

In his State of the Union, 
President Barack Obama 
called on Congress to prac¬ 
tice “middle-class econom¬ 
ics,” by “unleashing new 
jobs,” “helping working 
families” and “building the 
most competitive economy 
anywhere.” 

It seems odd, then, that 
the president spent the days 
leading up to the speech 
ordering the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency to 
unleash harsh and unnec¬ 
essary new regulations on 
energy companies that will 
kill jobs, slap families with 
higher gas and electricity 
costs, and ravage the Amer¬ 
ican economy. 

The new rules will force 
the oil and natural gas in¬ 


dustry to cut methane emis¬ 
sions by up to 45 percent 
by 2025. While that may 
sound like a fine way to give 
Mother Nature a break, the 
reality is there’s no evidence 
that the regulations will do 
anything to benefit the en¬ 
vironment. In fact, the reg¬ 
ulations are a clear example 
of a solution looking for a 
problem. 

Methane emissions are 
decreasing dramatically 
without governmental med¬ 
dling. Emissions from natu¬ 
ral gas systems have fallen 
40 percent since 2006, ac¬ 
cording to the administra¬ 
tion’s own estimates. Since 
2007, domestic natural gas 
production has jumped by 
26 percent. 

One reason for the de¬ 
cline in methane emissions 
are voluntary efforts by the 


energy industry to improve 
technologies used in oil and 
natural gas production. Ac¬ 
cording to the EPA’s own 
data, for example, methane 
emissions resulting from 
fracking are down 73 per¬ 
cent. 

A second reason methane 
emissions have fallen is the 
industry’s renewed com¬ 
mitment to capture and re¬ 
use the methane it produces 
-- the gas is an important 
resource used in fuel and 
chemical manufacturing. 
Methane’s value makes Mr. 
Obama’s new regulations 
unnecessary. “It would be 
like issuing regulations 
forcing ice cream makers 
to spill less ice cream,” re¬ 
marked Thomas Pyle, the 
president of the Institute for 
Energy Research. 

To make a bad idea even 


worse, the president’s new 
diktat will dramatically lim¬ 
it the safe and responsible 
hydraulic fracturing and 
horizontal drilling practices 
that have led to historically 
low oil prices and ushered 
in a new era of American 
energy independence. The 
White House admits it 
hasn’t even bothered to cal¬ 
culate the cost or econom¬ 
ic ramifications of the new 
regulations. 

Clearly, however, the re¬ 
sult will be fewer jobs; high¬ 
er electricity, home heating, 
and gasoline prices; and a 
renewed reliance on foreign 
oil from hostile countries. 

So why is President 
Obama imposing such fool¬ 
ish, unnecessary and illogi¬ 
cal emissions rules? 

The regulations appear to 
be just another despicable 


attack on energy companies 
by the president in order to 
please his environmental 
extremist supporters. 

Obama is already en¬ 
gaged in an irresponsible 
war on coal that is expected 
to wipe out 600,000 domes¬ 
tic jobs and cost Americans 
more than $150 billion in 
higher electricity bills. 

Now it appears that the 
president has his sights set 
on bullying oil and natural 
gas producers, too — even 
though doing so has negli¬ 
gible value for the environ¬ 
ment. 

While Obama may be 
scoring points with his en¬ 
vironmentalist buddies by 
beating up on America’s en¬ 
ergy producers, he’s falling 
out of favor with the mil¬ 
lions of Americans who are 
getting the shaft from the 


administration’s econom¬ 
ically nonsensical policies 
that wreck family budgets, 
destroy jobs and sink busi¬ 
nesses. 

If President Obama tru¬ 
ly is serious about “mid¬ 
dle-class economics,” his 
first order of business 
should be to give mid¬ 
dle-class Americans a break 
by scrapping his harmful 
methane emissions rule.

New Trust For Life and Military Academy license plates are coming 


Kentucky residents now 
have two new license plate 
options for their vehicles. 
Released April 1, specialty 
plates for the Kentucky Cir¬ 
cuit Court Clerks’ Trust For 
Life and the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Foundation, 
featuring an image of the 
smallmouth bass, are avail¬ 
able for purchase. 

Beyond the state’s stan¬ 
dard “Unbridled Spirit” 
and “In God We Trust” 
license plates, Kentucky 
offers more than 100 spe¬ 
cialty plates, most of which 
promote a cause and enable 
nonprofit organizations to 
receive donations from the 
public. Those purchasing a 
specialty plate can donate 
up to $10 to the organiza¬ 
tion it represents. The mon¬ 
ey is passed directly to the 
organization. 

“Our specialty plate pro¬ 
gram has paved the way for 
many groups to get their 
mission out in front of the 
traveling public,” said Rod¬ 
ney Kuhl, commissioner of 
the Department of Vehicle 
Regulation in the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
(KYTC). “In addition, the 
specialty plates allow Ken¬ 
tucky drivers a chance to 
donate to a favorite cause 
and show their support for 
an organization.” 

Kentucky offers dozens 
of plates promoting every¬ 
thing from military service 
and love of nature to coal 
and horses. Any owner of a 
non-commercial motor ve¬ 
hicle under 10,000 pounds 
required to be registered for 
use on Kentucky highways 
can purchase a specialty 
plate at the county clerk’s 
office in their county of res¬ 
idence. Costs vary. A com¬ 
plete list of plates and their 
prices is available at http:// 


mvl.ky.gov. 

The smallmouth bass 
and Trust For Life special¬ 
ty plates offer the public 
two more options for sup¬ 
porting nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions. The cost of purchase 
for either plate is $34. In 
addition, those purchasing 
the plates can donate up 
to $10 to the circuit clerks’ 
Trust For Life fund or the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation, accordingly. 

“Kentucky’s first-ever 
Donate Life special license 
plate encourages motorists 
to put the mission, ‘Organ, 
Eye and Tissue Donation 
Saves Lives,’ into perspec¬ 
tive. This statement illus¬ 
trates the grandeur of what 
a simple ‘YES’ at the driver’s 
license office has the ability 
to do,” said Shelley Heavrin 
Snyder, executive director 
for Kentucky Circuit Court 
Clerks’ Trust For Life.

U.S. Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell 
released a statement to¬ 
day regarding the Presi¬ 
dent signing the Rafael 
Ramos and Wenjian Liu 
National Blue Alert Act 
of 2015 into law. 

Senator McConnell 
co-sponsored the bill 
establishing a national 
“Blue Alert” system with¬ 
in the U.S. Department 
of Justice to help catch 
those who kill, harm, or 


threaten law enforcement 
officers. The law creates a 
nationwide system sim¬ 
ilar to what the Amber 
Alert system does for ab¬ 
ducted children.

Diabetes is a serious disease. 
It can lead to complications such as heart disease, high 
blood pressure, blindness, kidney disease and amputations. 
If you have diabetes you should know that diabetes is a 
controllable disease. If you are newly diagnosed or if you 
have lived with diabetes for a number of years and have not 
done a good job managing your blood glucose in the past, 
spring is a great time to take steps to be more successful in 
this area. If you take steps to control your blood glucose, 
you are more likely to have higher energy and feel less tired 
and thirsty You may also reduce the problems associated 
with having diabetes. 

Here are some steps you can take to Spring into your di¬ 
abetes management: 



Learn all you can about diabetes. 

Know your ABCs (A1C, Blood pressure and Cholesterol) 
A1C - Your A1C shows how well you have been con¬ 
trolling your blood glucose over the previous three months. 
The A1C goal for most people is less than 7; however, your 
doctor decided the A1C goal that is best for you. 

Blood Pressure - People with diabetes are more likely 
to develop high blood pressure or hypertension. It is im¬ 
portant to control your blood pressure. You can do this 
by reducing sodium, taking part in physical activity and 


maintaining a healthy weight. Use alcohol in moderation 
and if you smoke, try to get help to quit the habit. 

Cholesterol - When you have diabetes, you are more 
likely to develop heart disease. You can limit foods high 
cholesterol. Limit the use of solid fats, such as butter, lard 
or shortening. Instead use canola, safflower, sunflower, 
soybean and olive oils. 

Learn how to live with diabetes. It is easy for diabetics 
to become overwhelmed by the daily tasks needed to man¬ 
age their diabetes.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Powell County real property tax roll will be opened for in¬ 
spection from June 1 through June 15, 2015. Under the su¬ 
pervision of the property valuation administrator or one of the 
deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1,2015, assessment on which state, coun¬ 
ty, and school taxes for 2015 will be due about November 1, 
2015. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administra¬ 
tor in the county courthouse and may be inspected between the 
hours 8:00AM and 4:00PM. Saturday 9:00am and 12:00PM. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real prop¬ 
erty made by the PVA must first request a conference with the 
PVAor designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to 
or during the inspection period. 

After the conference with the PVA or a designated deputy, any 
taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property may 
appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person 
or sending a letter or other written petition stating the reasons 
for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer’s 
opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be received in the county clerk’s office no later 
than one work day following the conclusion of the inspection 
period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals, or failing to appear before the board, either in person 
or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal 
directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessment shall not be made 
to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal property 
taxpayers shall be served notice under the provisions of KRS 
132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights grant¬ 
ed under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not 
agree with the assessed value of personal property as deter¬ 
mined by the property valuation administration. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes 
to be the fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with Department of 
Revenue, Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from the 
date of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be 
appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.
